PROVOKING A CONFLICT. 


MEXICO’S DESPERATE GAME TO REPLENISH 
AN EMPTY TREASURY. 


Gen. Daniel E. Sickles’ Theory of the Con- 
troversy With Mexico—Secretary Bayard 
Firmly Determined—Alleged War Prep- 
arations in Mexico — Senator Beck 
Thinks the State Department Too Aggres- 
sive. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, August 12.—Gen. Daniel E. 
Sickles was asked by the Post-DIsPaTCH cor- 
respondent yesterday afternoon whether he 
thought there was any probability of a war 
between the United States and Mexico. He 
answered that it seemed probable, and in tell- 
ing why he thought so, set forth a novel and 
striking theory of what Mexico would have to 
gain in a war with our Government. 
‘‘T have the pleasure, said he, ‘‘to know 
President Diaz of Mexico and his distinguished 
father-in-law, Senor Romero. They are en- 
lightened statesmen and are too wise toem- 
bark in any difficulty with the United States. 
No doubt the ignorant portion of the 
people of Mexico believe they could 
wage 4 successful war with the 


United States, but Gen. Diaz knows better. 
If they persist in this apparent contention that 
a citizen of the United States can be punished 
in Mexico for acts done in this country, you 
may be sure that there is a motivefor suci 
provocation that is not apparent on the 
surface. Mexico is poor, you may 
say bankrupt. She has little money 
and no credit, and needs both badly. She has 
nothing to sell or pledge but land,unimproved 
land, of which she has a superabundance. I 
would not be digposed to criticise Gen. Diaz 
or his Cabinet for anything that might happen 
in the lower and distant territories, but 
IF THEY ACCEPT THE RESPONSIBILITY 

for what is done in Chihuahua with regard to 
Cutting, and ifit shall transpire from an ex- 
amination of the official records of the court, 
that Cutting is punished in Mexico for anal- 
leged offence committed in Texas, and the 
federal authorities of Mexico insist upon the 
exercise of sucha jurisdiction, this country 
cannot tolerate such pretension, whether ex- 
ercised by Mexico or any other power.’’ 

How then cun Gen. Diaz and nis Cabinet in- 
sist upon a line of conduct certain to provoke 
u conflict with the United States?’’ asked the 
reporter. 

They probably desire a conflict,’’ replied 
Gen. Sickles. 

But what has Mexico to gain?“ 

In comparison with the United States, 
Mexico is a feeble power, very much inferior 
in military, naval and financial resources. 
California and Texas, unaided, could conquer 
her. My solution is that she would like to 
repeat the maneuver of Santa Anna 
in 1846. Mexico knows that if we 
take a slice of Chihuahua, Sonora and Cower, 
California, that is to say, if we can rectify 
our boundaries b y drawing a line from the 
mouth of the Rio Grande to the Pacifico, we 
would take territory valuable to us and valu- 
able to Mexico, and that we might do now, as 
we did in 1846—pay Mexico handsomely 
lor, the territory taken. Public opinion 
in Mexico would not permit that 
Government to sell this territory by any peace- 
able transaction or n if a conflict, how- 
ever, could be provoked by the Mexicans, and 
we help ourselves to such parts of their 
territory as we may want, we 
could- well afford to pay a good 
round sum, say $20,000,000 or $30,000,000, 
or even $40,000,000, und such a replen- 
ishment of the Mexican treasury at this 
time would enable Diaz and his Government 
to go on very handsomely during the rest of 
his term of office. Mexico has tried without 
success for years past to raise large sums of 
money like this which she sorely needs. She 
is unable to pay the interest or principal of her 
public debt; the money markets of the world 
are closed against her; she has ngt the means 
to pay herarmy or her civil service and can 
not sell peaceably. The mob would 
hang Diaz and his Cabinet in the 
streets, but if $30,000,000 or $40,000,000 
of gold can be drawn into the Mexican Treas- 
ury from the United States after a campaign 
or two in which we would take possession of 
Chihuahua, Sonora and Lower Culifornia, 
Mexico would accept the situation as she has 
done before, and the United States would have 
the satisfaction of making a fair compensation 
as we have always done in our history for all 
the territory we have acquired.’’ 


No Back Down. 


Ciao, August 12.—The Times’ Washing- 
ton special says: Asaresultof a conversa- 
tion last night with the Secretary of State it 
may be stated that there is absolutely no truth 
in the story sent out from the City of Mexico 


that our Government has withdrawn its per- 
emptory demand for Cutting’s release or 
changed its attitude in this case in 
any way. There is no disposition to 
hurry or annoy or embarrass the 
Mexican Government or its courts, 
and the claim which its Minister here makes 
that it has a right to punish all American citi- 
zens for an offense committed in the United 
States will never be admittéd. The Mexican 
officials have not charged Cutting with having 
committed a libel in Mexico; they have charged 
him with uttering a libel in the United States. 
Thisis shown not only bythe form of the 
charges, but by the fact that the Texas law 
bas been taken into the Mexican Court and 
translated by way of showing that the act of 
Cutting was an offense in the jurisdiction 
where it was committed. The case 
cited by Mexican authorities of a 
Mexican who committed an offense 
in the United States and was punished for it 
by Mexico is not a case in point, because our 
Government cannot concern itself about what 
Mexico does with her own citizens. Neither 
are the libel suits in France and England 
against the owner of the New York paper 
cases in point, for they were civil suits and 
they were based on the circulation of the 
alleged libel in the countries where the suits 
were brought, an allegation not made in this 
case. Mexico has distinctly claimed a right to 
punish a citizen of the United States for an 
offence committed inthe United States by a 
criminal prosecution, and our Government 
will not assent to this in any form. 


Senator Beck’s Opinion. 


BALTIMORE, August 12.—The Sun of to-day 
has the following interview with Senator Beck 
on the proceedings in Mexico against A. K. 


Cutting: The Senator informed the Sun cor 
respondent that he does not believe any man 
with ordinary intelligence can question for 
one moment the aggressiveness of the present 
Administration in battling with all public 
questions, be they foreign or domestic. He 
stated most emphaticaily that there is no 

round for doubting the courage of the State 

epartment in dealing with the Cutting case. 
On the contrary, the Senator is inclINed to 
think that the Secretary of State has, if any- 
thing, been too aggressive in the Mexican 
matter. He says that the United States 
should try to induce Mexico to repeal the law 
which renders an American citizen purishable 
in Mexico for his utterances in the United 
States. Itisabad law and will create mis- 
chief so long as it remains upon the Mexican 
statute book, but we can not gain anything by 
declaring war against Mexico, for if we did 
we would simply piace ourseives in the atti- 
tude of a big man picking a quarrel with a 
small boy. 


An English Opinion. 


Lonpvon, August 12.—The Times speaking of 
the Cutting case says: The chief difficulty in 
the way ofa settlement of the matter lies in 
Cutting’s appeal to the angry passionsof the 
Texans, and desires of the dormant 
raider on both sides of the utier 
for an outbreak which would re- 
sult in the restoration of contraband trade. 
President Diaz of Mexico can have no wish for 
a collision with bis powerful neighbor, and he 
must be well aware that there are enemies of 


Mexico on both sides of the frontier who are 


clamoring for war, Mexico .

Mexico’s War Preparations. 


GALVESTON, Tex., August 12.—A special from 
Eagle Pass to the News says: It is very evi- 
dent that Mexico is getting in readiness 
should a war be declared by the United 


States. There are now 200 troops stationed at 
Piedras Negras, and it is stated on good au- 
thority that 500 more leave Tuesday for Pie- 
dras Negras. It is also known that 100 are 
stationed at the pass below Gerroro, under 
command of Lyeanor Vaidez. One company 
of United States cavalry, consisting of fitt 
men, is stationed at Eagie Pass, and this place 
is defencele ss.

PLEADED NOT GUILTY. 


Commissioner Squire and Contractor Flynn 
Arraigned in Court. 

NRW YORK, August 12.—Messrs. Squire and 
Flynn appeared this morning to enter pleas 
to the indictment found against them on Mon- 
day last by the Grand-jury. This formality 
was avery mild affair when considered in con- 
nection with the wild excitement which at- 
tended their appearance before the same bar 
two days ago. Judge Cowing presided and was 
on hand early, prepared to hear from the lips 
ofthe accused, or through their legal repre- 
sentative, the simple word to indicate whether 
or not they would acknowledge the many alle- 


gations contained in the lengthy document 
presented against them by the jury. 

Politicians and other friends of the distin- 
guished prisoners were conspicuous by their 
absence. 

When the clerk of the court called out ‘‘Rol- 
lin M. Squire and Maurice B. Fiyun, on bail, to 
the bar,’’ there was no response and the pro- 
ceedings were deferred fora few minutes, at 
the end of which the defendants walked in 
with their counsel. They at once stepped to 
the bar and the clerk said: ‘‘Kollin M. Squire 
and Maurice B. Flynn, you are indicted for a 
misdemeanor. Are you guilty or not guilty?’’ 

We desire,’’ said Mr. Newcombe, their 
counsel, ‘‘that the please be entered sepa- 
rately. In behalt of Mr. Flynn we plead not 
guilty, but reserve the right to withdraw this 
pleu and interpose any other which may 
be decided upon, later.’’

FATHER BERGIN’S DEATH. 


Sudden Taking Off of a Prominent Jesuit— 
The Funeral To-Day. 


The many friends of Father John S. Bergin, 
S. J., Vice-President and Chancellor of the St. 
Louis Univereity, who were prepared for the 
worst by the announcement in the Post-Dts- 
PATCH last Friday of his hopeless condition, 
have been inexpressibly saddened by that 
young priest’s untimely death, which occurred 
at Florissant, Tuesday evening at 11 O' clock. 
The deceased was 81 years of age, but had al- 
ready received such honors in connection 
with his educational and administrative labors 
at the University as to lead his friends to ex- 
pect that much greater honor lay in his future 
pathway. His sudden departure from the 
scenes of such earthly promise was caused by 
a cold contracted in April which developed 


into quick consumption, rendering unavailing 
his recent trip to Florissant where he had 
hoped to regain his old energy. 

Father Bergin was born in Cincinnati in 1855, 
and wasthesonof an upholsterer. The boy 
on arriving at a school age was sent to the St. 
Louis University, where he continued as a 
student for six years. Then he was admitted 
to the novitiate at Florissant, and completed 
that course with marks of ability, his desire 
to enter the priesthood and his 
family’s concessiom to his wishes 
rendering easy his first\step toward his holy 
office. He continued his studies at Wood- 
stock, Md., and studied and taught together 
at Cincinnati, St. Louis and Omaha. While a 
professor at the St. Louls University, he 
showed so much genvine kindness while pre- 
fect of the study-hall that his memory is 
cherished by all the pupils of that time. 
On completing his theologisal course, be 
was ordained by Archbishop Kenrick, 
at the College Church. Ninth street and 
Christy avenue, in February, 1885. Scarcely 
six months later the Vice-President’s chair 
was vacated aud Father Bergin, though hardly 
past his 30th year, was elevated to that 
position, being the youngest priest 
to hoid that rank, He carried in- 
to his new office the qualities of energy and 
assiduous care of details that characterized his 
labors as a student and professor, and it may 
be afterall that his sudden surrendering of 
this mortal life is an eloquent but mournful 

roof that he placed duty before physical com- 
ort or even safety. 

THB FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The funeral took place this morning at the 
Novitiate in Florissant at 10:30 o’clock. Owing 
to the absence from the city of nearly ali the 
Jesuit fathers there was no delegation from 
the University. According to the usual 


custom only 4 lain low mass 
was sung by ather Hagerman 
who was not only celebrant, but also had 


charge of the remains. The procession formed 
by the community was very impressive. The 
celebrant wore a black coat, the deacon and 
sub-deacon dalmatics, and the. scbholastics 
surplices. Thecasket was borne by four 
brother priesta who tenderly laid their sleep- 
ing friend to rest in the Novitiate burying 
ground.

THE GALLANT MAJOR'S INCARCERATION. 
His transfer is looked upon in army circles 
as avery small punishment for the violations 
of 9 rule of which he bas been guilty, 
and which were first revealed through the 
proceedings of a court-martial held at the Bar- 
racks last month. Maj. McGinniss was major 
of ordnance in charge of ordnance stores at 
the Barracks. He had under him two com- 
panies of about sixty men. The Major is un 
married and a housekeeper looked after his 
quarters in officers’ row. According to 
army rules and regulations the Major was 
entitled to the board and keep of one cow 
in addition to his own rations. The Major 
kept a cow. Being single he could not dis- 
pose of all the cow product in his ow house - 
bold. So he authorized his housekeeper to 
make butter of the spare milk and seli it to 
the officers at cost or for money sufficient to 
pay her for her trouble, 

This was about eight years ago. The house- 
keeper churned during her spare hours, and 
offered her butter to Maj. McGinnis?’ com- 
rades at 50 centsa pound. It met with a ready 
sale. Maj. McGinniss heard of the results of 
his housekeeper’s business venture, but he 
did not reprove her for her avarice. In- 
stead he proposed that they enter into 

artnership for their mutual benefit. The 
fajor would purchase another cow and the 
housekeeper could extend her churning opera- 
tions. This was done. The Major stood in 
the background while the wicked and irre- 
sponsible housekeeper did a thriving business 
in butter, cheese, milk and cream. Soon the 
demand exceeded the supply. The Major pur- 
chased another cow, The herd gradually in- 
creased with the increase of business until 
tifteen cows bearing N 

THE M’GINNISS BRAND 

were wandering around tne Government 
reservation eating Uncle Sam's grass and con- 
verting it into milk for the Major, As the 
herd increased the Major detailed some of 
tie sixty men under him to take care of them. 
Then he found that the necessary expenditures 
for hay and oats in the winter would make 
a large hole in his profits and he 
tolled off a few more men to 
cultivate an oat field and to garner the grass 
in the haying season. The dairy farm grew 
beyond the proportions of the Barracks and 
the Major extended his business operations to 
South st. Louis. The McGinniss brand of but- 
ter became very popular, and the McGinniss 
cheese was known all over Carondelet. 

With his dairy products selling at top price 
and his pasturing and labor costing him noth- 
ing, the Major was more than doubling his 
salary, which was about $2,000 a year. In an 
unlucky moment he ordered one of his sub- 
ordinates to take some milk to Carondelet at 9 
o’clock at night. The soldier, who was 
a re-enlisted man from Governor's 
Island and well acquainted with the 
retulations, refused. He was immediately 
— in the guard-house for disobedience, 

hortly after his incarceration he asked a gen- 
eral court-martial. The request was referred 
to 2 McGinniss, who reported against it. 
Then the prisoner made out papers setting 
forth the reasons for his incarceration, and 
addressed them to the Adjutant-General.

WANTS TO KNOW. 
A Washington special to papers by no 
means unfriendly to Mr. BAYARD says: 

One thing Mr. BAYARD is now giving special 
attention toisthe determination of the exact 
offence CUTTING was tried for. Under the 
Mexican system of adjudication the records of 
the court aresccret. Oonsul Brigham had to 
take the statement of the official interpreter. 
He was not allowed to see the actual record. 
It may be that these records will show that 
CUTTING was really tried at last on the charge 
of circulatinga libelous article in Mexico. 
Knowledge of what the court records contain 
is absolutely indispensabie in the further con- 
duct of the case by the United States. Just 
how the documents can be obtained the State 
Department does not yet know, but they must 
be had, and Secretary Bayard expects to 
have them. Ille will take no denial from 
anybody. He does not presume to 
criticise a system which denies ac- 
cess to the records of judicial proceed- 
ings, but he insists that the exact terms 
of the charge or charges upon which CUTTING 
was tried shall be given tothe United States. 
If, after they are received, this Government 
finds it necessary to change its course of pro- 
cedure, the change will be made; but until 
then the Secretary expects to proceed in the 
negotiations with Mexicoin the same line as 
at present. 

This is dated August 11. It was on the 
19th of July that Mr. BAYARD made a per- 
emptory demand for CUTTING’S release 
without having demanded from the Mexi- 
can Government a statement of the 
grounds on which a Mexican court was 
Section 2001 of the United 
States Statutes reads thus: 

W hen ever it is made known tothe President 
that any citizen of the United States has been 
unjustly deprived of his liberty by or under 
the authority ofany foreign government, it 
shall be the duty of the President forthwith to 
demand of that governmentthe reasons of 
such imprisonment, and if it appears to be 
wrongful and in violation of the rights of 
American citizenship the President shall forth- 
with demand the release of such citizen. 

If Mr. Bayarp had ever during his long 
service asa Senator and member of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs dis- 
covered the existence of this law, he 
would not now be crawling back behind 
his peremptory demand to ask of the Mex- 
ican Government what he should have de- 
manded in the first place. -He might thus 
have avoided any humiliating necessity 
of changing his course of procedure.“ 


AN ADROIT GAME, 


The interview with Gen. DaN WL E. 
SICKLES published in our telegraphic col- 
umns to-day presents a very plausible 
theory of our complications with Mexico, 
The United States conquered Mexico once 
aud paid her for the territory acquired, 
and shrewd Mexicans are satisfied that 
this country would make a similar pur- 
chase of territory after another successful 
war.

Treasury; and there is no cogent reason 
for believing that a future payment made 
under ‘similar circumstances would ever 
reach its ostensible destination. Official 
plunderers would intercept it, as has been 
done before. Gen. SICKLEes thinks that 
President Diaz would like to precipitate a 
war in which he knows that his country 
would be beaten, in order that he might 
dispose of 4 large slice of Mexican terri- 
tory tothe United States fora large sum of 
money; which sum, while in transitu 
towards the Mexican Treasury, would of- 
fer a golden harvest to the cupidity of the 
highest Mexican officials. We do not say 
that such a programme has flitted through 
the mind of the Mexican President; but if 
the United States should wage another 
successful war with the ‘‘sister republic, 
it is possible that the European plan would 
be adopted and conquered territory ap- 
propriated as a war indemnity, without 
the payment of money by the conquerors.

The shrine of Our Lady of Martyrs is ac en 
erected on the spot where the great Indian 
Missionary, Father Isaac Jaques, & tienber of 
the 8 of Jesus, Was massacred by the 
Mohawk Indians while preaching to them jn 
the year 1646. The shrine is in the townof 
Auriesville, thirty-four miles from Albany 
on the main line of the New York, West shore 
& Buffalo Railroad. It was constructed some 
time ago by the members of the Jesuit order, 
and is accredited with many marvelous cures 
and occurrences. 

Father Jaques was born in France in 107, 
and became a member of the Society of Jesus 
at the age of 18. Soon after his admission to 
the order France was striving to guin abso 
lute dominion over the Canadas and 
was at continual warfare with the indians. 
Filled with religious zeal Father Jaques vo! 
unteered to journey to Canada and preach 
the gospel to the savages. He remained soins 
time in Canada and went back to 
France, where he was ordained a priest. 
After his ordination he started 
again for America. He spent a long time 
—— among the Iroquois. Hurons anid 
Mohawks, teaching them the gospel. While 
on a visit to the Mohawks, who were at 
war with their neighbors, Father 
Jaques was murdered with several com- 
panions, in October, 1646, by that tribe near 
Auriesville on the spot where the shrine now 
stands. After his death marvellous cures were 
affected othe spot where he was killed 
These facts and others were presented before 
the Third Plena Council of Baltimore 
in December, 1 and resulted in 
a conciliar petition to the Holy 
Father, Leo XIII.. who caused the beat- 
ification ot Father Jaques and the companions 
who suffered death with him. The shrine was 
then founded anda church was built with the 
name of Our Lady of Martyrs. Religious p. 
rimages inthe United States are very rare. 
n Canada pilgrimages are made yearly to the 
shrine of St. Anne Beaupre, near Montreal. 
In the Catholic countries, where there are 
shrines, pilgrimages are regularly made. The 
ilgrimage to the shrine of Our Lady of 
lartyrs at Auriesville promises to be a crand 
affair. Pilgrims from all over the country are 
expected to participate in the ceremonies and 
it is likely that religious pilgrimages to this 
shrine will be repeated every year.

The Washington dispatch in reference to the 
base ball situation published in the Post-DIs- 
PATCH of last Tuesday seems to have hit the 
nail on the head so far as the ‘‘big guns of 
the League using the Washington management 
as a mouthpiece is concerned.

TREACHEROUS TIPS. 


How a New York Sport Broke His Heart by 
Betting.

New YorK, August 12.—“ Old John,’’ as 
John Eastman’ ot Cable’s Broadway restau- 
rant is familiarly known, went to the races 
the other day, and yesterday W. H. Williams 
of the Union News Company received a report 
of ‘‘Old John’s’’ movements on that day. 
The report was an unique one. It was written 
on the backs of seven tickets which had 
been purchased from book-makers 
at Monmouth Park. The first ticket 
showed on its face that the old sport had 
wagered $5 against $250n the first race. On 
the back the following was written: ‘‘Dear 
Billy: They say there are sermons in stones. 
I would liketo hit you onthe head witha 
small sermon just now. Instead, I will 
inclose these cards and hope you 
will draw a useful lesson therefrom.’’ 
The second ticket showed that the 


veteran turfite had risked $5 against $25 on the 
second race. On the back of this ticket the 
following words were inscribed: ‘‘A particu- 
lar friend gives you this tip: Engeman com- 
ing down on the track bought all the pools on 
this horse. So Johnson gold him, and your 
friend saw him bet $100 straight and $100 for a 
place a minute ago. These Brighton Beachers 
wouldn’t go on unless they knew the result— 
the horse was distanced.’ 

The face of the next ticket showed that Old 
Jonn’’ wagered $10 against $60 on the third 
race. The other side of the ticket gave the 
following account: ‘‘This tip was straight 
fromthe stable. The coon who blacks the 
jockeys’ boots gave it to me. The stable was 
playing it. ‘Please put on $2 for me, massa; 
do it, tor God's sake. It is dead sure.’ Re- 
sult: Of course he would have won if he hadn’t 
got into a pocket. 

The next tip showed that the veteran became 
excited. He bet $60 against $800, and the back 
of the ticket tells the story of the tip. Major, 
it’s like finding it. Isuw Dwyer’s old trainer 
at the Hoffman House last night. He is play- 
ing he knows. ‘She will walk away with them, 
and besides Donohue is riding her.’ Result— 
the —— never could ride. 

The old timer went slow on the next race. 
He wagered $5 against $20, and the record on 
the back of the ticket was: This tip was 
from aman who was just from the paddock 
and who has seen the owner ofthe horse: ‘The 
horse is in good condition and will try to win. 
Anyhow, you will geta race for your money, 
and that is what you want.’ Result—she ain't 
worth a ——in the mud.“ : 

„01d John’’ tried the next race with 55 
against $12 and wrote of it: This 1 played on 
my own judgment. I liked the name of the 
horse, . — Old Lookout mountain; 
old times, old scenes, old friends; if it was old 
Kenesaw it would be better, but Lookout will 
do.’ Result—after the winner was rung up 
old Lookout sauntered in, lheard a man say: 
‘I wonder if any one was —— fool enough to 
bet on that plug?“ 

The last tip was given by Old Jchn’’ to his 
friend Harry. It was written on the back ofa 
ticket which had cost 55 and was as follows: 
If you have any idea of betting ona horse 
race—don't. Play it in for rum. This is one 
of John’s, Old John's, tips. How can you 
beat it? 

[Signed] JOHN.”’ 

At a banquet yesterday afternoon in Cable's 
Restaurant Old John’’ officially announced 
he had ‘‘sworn off on horse racing. He had 
lost money onevery race. 


DUFFY’S DILATIONS. 


Ben Ali is Slow and Tremont is the Best He 
Ever Saw. 

Patsey Duffy, the noted California jockey, 

who has until recently been the first jockey of 

the Haggin stable, passed through Chicago 


Tuesday. Ile is on his way to 
California and does not expect to 
ride any more this season. Ile 


saw the race between Volante and Ben Ali, for 
the Champion Stakes, at Long Branch. In 
conversation with a Tribune reporter he said: 
It was a poor race. Ben Ali was not good. 
Whenever he is good noneof the old horses 
can carry 118 pounds to his 105. He can carry 
weight as well as any of them and can run on 


any kind of a track. I thought he 
had a sure thing on the race when 
ths track got muddy. He won. all of 
his races in California this spring in 


the mud, and I thought he was the best mud 
horse I ever saw. thought he was all right, 
but when I think of the way he won inthe 
mud in California and the way he ran with 123 
pounds up at St. Louis, and then look at the 
way he rau last Saturday I know he could not 
have been right. 

»The fellow that is right, though, is that 
fellow Tremont. He is the greatest colt I ever 
saw. Wherever he runs an eighth of a mile 
the race is over He finishesin what appears 
to be a big gallop, but there is speed in it and 
he is running fast, although he don't look it, 
and comes along pricking his ears up as if he 
was not doing anything. Hecan beat all the 
2-yeur-olds with ease, and can carry 110 
pounds and beat every 38-year-old or aged 
horse in the country with the same weight up, 
any distance up toamile. He is the best look- 
ing colt Jever saw—a great, stout fellow about 
fifteentwo. AS a3-year-old he will probably 
be sixteen hands. Some people say the bwy- 
ers are lucky, but I think they are smart men. 
They are good judges of horses, are continu- 
ally looking out for good ones, and pay liber- 
aliy to get them, and after they get them they 
manage them better than almost anybody 
else. They will keep on being just as lucky 
as they have been.’’

THE NANTASKET RACE, 


Hanlan Rows a Mile and One-Half in 21 
Minutes, 55 Seconds. 


Ten thousand spectators were present at 
Nantasket Beach Monday morning to see the 
single-scull race between Hanlan, Ten Eyck, 
Hosmer and McKay. The course of the race 
was one and one-half miles with a turn, and 
Was for a purse of $1,100, Hanlan was hot 
favorite.

DISTRIBUTING FUNDS. 


THE CITY COUNCIL APPROPRIATES THE 
CASH IN THE TREASURY. 


A Switchman’s Arm Mangled—Charged With 
Avsault—Threatened With a Knife—An 
Interesting Shoot—News from the East 
Side of the River. 


The City Council met this morning in regular 
session, all the members being present ex- 
cepting Mayor Joyce. Mr. Shea was elected 
to preside inthe Mayor’s absence. The an- 
nual appropriation bill was passed. The 
amount appropriated to defray allthe neces- 
sary expenses of the ensuing year is $110,908, 
which amount is distributed among the va- 


rious funds as follows. Police, $20,000; streets 
and alleys, $25,000; officers and salaries, $i0,- 
6000; expenses of City Court, $3,500; deficiency, 
$5,000; improvements, $2,500; printing, SI, O00, 
and elections, $500. 

The ordinance provides that the several 
sums above mentioned shall be paid out of the 
revenues of the city derived from miscellane- 
ous sources as far às the same shall reach, and 


that the deficiency fund shall be raised 
by general taxation. In addition to the 
above specified amounts tae following 


sums are appropriated for the purposes hereby 
named: Interest and judgments on bonded 
debts, $11,552; light, $11,302; sewerage fund 
tax, $11,352; and water fund tax, $11,352; total, 
$110,908. Mr. Charies Thomas, the special city 
attorney, explained tothe Council the recent 
decisions of the State Supreme Court in the 
mandamus case, and informed them that a writ 
of error had been allowed in the Amy case and 
a supersedeas to the United States Su: 
preme Court taken. He also presented 
a $500 bond, which it was —— for 
the Mayor tosign tosecure the costs in the 
case in case itshouid be decided against the 
city. The case will be heard soon and a deci- 
sion is expected about March. 

Charles Cross, aged 29 years and single, who 
lives on Buchanan street in St. Louis, but is 
employed as a switchman in the Indianapolis 
& St. Louis yards on this side, met with an ac- 
cident this morning which will cost bim the 
loss of his left arm. He was heiping to make 
up atrain about 8:30 o’clock, and in running 
along the trestle over Cahokia Creek near 
Broadway he missed his step and fell 
in between the ties. In order to 
save himself from falling inthe creek below 
he grabbed hold of the track with his left 
hand and caught hold of a projection with his 


right. As he did so the wheel of one of the 
cars passed over his left arm a little above 
the wrist and erushed it terribly. 
Tne train was stopped at once and 


the unfortunate switchman released from his 
perilous position and conveyed to the Relay 
reading-rooms, where a physician examined 
his injury and said that amputation would de 
necessary. 

Wm. Hennessy was arrested this morning 
on a warrant charging him with attempting to 
commit a criminal assault on Mrs. Edward 
Hembroch of St. Louis. The alleged attempt 
was made yesterday near the 
black bridge while Mrs. Hembroch 
was preparing a meal for her husband 
und several gentlemen who were fishing in 
Cahokia Creek some distance away from where 
the meal was in preparation. Mrs. Hembroch 
had just made a big bowlof soup when Hen- 
nessy and several other young fellows came up. 
Mrs. Hembroch claims that he attempted an 
assauiton her,but Hennessy stoutly denies the 
charge, but admits that he and hiscompanions 
stole the bowl of soup. He was taken before 
Justice Bunyan this morning and his prelim- 
inary hearing set for saturday. He was then 
admitted to bail in the sum of 5200. 

Henry Vaughn swore out a warrant before 
Squire Shea last evening charging Jas. Gentry 


with attempting to use a knife on him, 
Both parties are colored. The case 
was tried before Squire Shea this 
morning and Gentry dismissed.

The shoes taken up by Doepke, the cleaner, 
and thrown into the river, were seen by some 
of the neighbors, who described them tothe 
police. The officers read it to a shoemaker 
with whom Entz dealt and who said he thought 
that they were the shoes he sold to the Inissing 
man. With all these eircumstances the police 
think the conclusion thatthe dead man was 
August Entz is fully justified. 
They have no doubts either about the na- 
ture of the case. Everything points to rob. 
bery and murder. The pockets have been cut 
trom the vest and the pants. 
The fact that the bones were not found Inthe 
clothing puzzled the police, who were inclined 
to believe that the body was not in the clothes 
when it fellinto the vault. This supported 
THE THEORY OF MURDER 
which is borne out by the fact that the pockets 
were cut out. To-day Morgue-keeper Kyan 
discovered another important point, vz.: 
That the pants’ seams were ripped up 
the side for a distance of several 
inches from the bottom. ‘This causes 
the police to believe that the man 
was murdered and that the clothes were torn 
from the body. Whatever suspicions they 
may have concerning the crime they do not 
express them. 
On last Sunday, when Masserang was first 
notified by the police—three days alter the first 
publication in the POST-DISPATCH of te 
ghastly discovery—he attempted to explaia 
the matter away as only a practical joke. 
When Doepke, the vault cleaner, who myste- 
riously desisted before the completion of tue 
work, was questioned he, singulariy enour, 
offered the same explanation as Masserang.

WALKER WAXES ELOQUENT, 


Argument in the Trial of the Chicago An- 
( archists. 


CuIcaGo, August 12.—It was pretty hot out - 
side this morning, but the sunny side of the 
street was a refrigerator by comparison with 
Judge Gary’s court, The Judge had the win- 
dows opened, and there was a slight current 


of air; not enough, however, to 
relieve the perspiring audience of 
the necessity of waving pulm-leaves, 


which everybody carried. Mr. Walker began 
his speech this morning, by charging that 
Fielden had premonition of danger, that he 
knew it was coming and told the anarchists 
to stand together.

and his officers were guilty of a most horri- 
ble design upon the lives of innocent men, 
I should have thought that the blood of those 
seven dead men would have cried out against 
the uccusation.

THE AMERICAN BANKERS. 


To-Day’s Session ofthe Convention at Bos- 
ton—Bankruptcy Legislation. 


Boston, Mass., August 12.—Notwithstanding 
the extreme heat Horticultural Hall was well 
filled with delegates when the second day’s 
session of the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of American Bankers was 
called to order at 100'clock by President Gage.

He read a paper on Bankruptey Legisla- 
tion.’’ Judge Lowell said he had no doubt 
that there was a general demand onthe part 
of business men for a uniform bank 


raster law. Some of the States, 
inclu ing Massachussetts, had ex- 
cellent bankruptcy laws, but these State's 


laws were absolutely local, and the laws of 
one State do not cover cases in other States. 
Even the Massachusetts bankrupt law had 
pumerous defects, but it answered fairly 
well for local purposes. Judge Lowell sug: 
gested a bill which would provide that a 
galaried supervisor be appointed to super- 
vise all bankruptcy cases, just as the Insur- 
ance Commissioner serves. The Commission- 
ers provided for in the recent bankruptcy 
law by Congress should be sgal- 
aried and should have executive funce- 
tions, together with the supervising officer. 
It was not reasonableto expect a judge to sit 
upon bankruptcy cases and examine ex parte 
into them and not become a partisan one way 
or the other, This was an executive function 
and should not and could not be exer- 
cised justly by a judge. The judge should 
not be expected to do justice in such cases, 
unless actually heard by bim. Bankruptcy 
cases should be supervised by officers paid for 
so doing. In conclusion, he advocated 
the bill recently introduced into Con- 
gress, providing for 11 bankruptcy 
commission, believing the supervising officer 
he had suggested should be included 
in the commission. States might pass similar 
bankruptcy laws, and thus overcome many 
ofthe difficulties of the situation, but even 
that might leave other difficulties and Nation- 
al legislation would seem a wise and a better 
course.

THE THERMOMETER CASTS A SHADE OVER 
OTHER1886 READINGS, 


The 100-Degree Line Passed To-Day—Indi- 
cations of More Heat To-Morrow—Last 
Night’s Peculiar Storm—List of July and 


August Temperatures. . 
To-day takes the cake. It also takes about 
all the superfluous flesh on the 
human bones, melts it down and 
distributes it over shirt fronts and 


seersuckers, and even fills shoes with the 
liquid testimonial of its power. If it had not 
been for the fairly lively breeze that 
came up out of the southwest there 


would be little but animated bones going 
around the street. But comfort could only be 
from the wind by getting 
p shade, for every wave of 
air that rolled up from the blistering sidewalks 
and granite blocks seemed like a volcano’s 
breath or like the heated air from an oven. 
Last night there was some hope of the heat 
passing off, Late retirers had scarcely turned 
out the lights about midnight when the skies 
became suddenly gray. There wasa roaring 
all around, the puffs of wind seemed to come 
from every directionand the trees swayed 
up and down as some great 
tornado was about to sweep down 
upon the sleeping city. Blinds were slammed 
to with fearful force, and many persons were 
awakened by the general noise. There was astiff 
blow for about fifteen minutes and then ail 
was still again, except for the murmuring of 


the departing storm. During its pass- 
age it grew very cool and 30 
sudden was the fall in tempera- 


ture that those who were sleeping with slight 
covering arose shivering. But they hadscarcely 
3 heavier clothes on the bed before 
t was roasting hot again and the 
story had to be retold till dawn. During the 
storm no rain fell in the ney, except on a few 
blovks’ area near Compton Hill. 
NO HOPE OF COOLER WEATHER. 
At 2 a. m. to-day it was 80.8 deg.; at 6a. m., 


generally the coolest hour, it was 81.1; 
at the mercury had crosse 
the 90 line on the Signal Service 


thermometers and at2this afternoon it was 
97.1 deg., with a maximum of 97.3; the hottest 
day by over one degree of 7 * this 
year, the next nearest beine July and 
esterday, whose readings maybe noted in 
he following table. There was norain re- 
ported this morning from any Signal Service 
station in the count except 
Pittsburg, where a heavy rain had fallen, The 
indications both general and local point to no 
change in temperature to-morrow, and on the 
contrary to more heat.

DR. JAS. H. MLEAN. 


DEATH OF AN OLD sr. LOUISAN AT DANS- 
VILLE, N. v. 


A Sketch of a Long and Active Life— His 
Extensive Business Interests and Politi- 
cal Career in This City—His Wealth, 


Dr. J. H. McLean of this city died unexpect- 
edly this morning at the Sanitarium at Dans- 
ville, N. T. Tue telegram announcing 
the fact said that it had not 
been determined yet when he would be 
brought home for interment. Dr, MoLean left 
here on the 12th of last month accompanied 
by his wife and two children, a boy of 18 and a 
little girl of 2 years of age, with a view of 
spending the summer at Nantucket Beach. 
About a week ago, by the advice of his 


physician, he left the coast and 
removed to the Sanitarium at Dansville 
where bis death occurred, The 


exact cause of his death could not be learned. 
About a year ago Dr. McLean went to New 
York City on a business trip and while there 
he was prostrated bythe heat. Since that 
time he has been in an enfeebled condition. 
A few months ago he received a 
great mental shock by the death of his 
little girl, a child of 5, to whom he was deeply 


attached. This, added to the effect of the 
12 pore heavily upon him, 
ved that 

would restore his health. nn 

Dr, MoLean leaves a wife and the 
two children mentioned above. These 
are adopted, but have been treated by 
the Doctor and his wife as their 
Own, the knowledge of their adoption being 
keptfromthem. Mrs. Ed Fox and Mrs. J. H. 
Crane of this city are sisters of Mrs. McLean. 

HIS LIFE AND CARKER. 

Dr. James II. McLean was born August 13, 
1829, in Ayrshire, Scotiand, and traced his 
family back to 1263. In 1830 his father, Allan 


McLean, removed with his family to Nova 


Scotia, having accepted an appointment 
as geologist and superintendent of the Albion 
Mining Company. Here Dr. McLean spent his 
boyhood. hen about 14 years of age he 
started for Philadelphia, but developed a 
fondness for the sea during bis trip to New 
York. He made a voyage to Bermuda, after 
which he returned to Philadelphia 
and obtained employment in a drug store. 
He began his medical studies, but before oom - 
pleting the course took charge of a coal com- 
pany at Minersville, Pa. In 1849 he came to 
this city, and shortly became a partner in the 
firm of Bragg & McLean. At the dissolution 
ofthe firm te went to New Orleans, 
La. In 1851 he returned to St. 
Louis when he began the manufacture 
of patent medicines, and resumed his studies. 
He received a diploma trom the St. Louis Medi- 
cal College. Upon the death of Hon. Thos. 
Allen Dr. McLean announced himself as a can- 
didate for Congress against Hon. Jas. O. 
Broadhead to fill the vacant seat. At the elec- 
tion in the fall of 1882 Dr. McLeay defeated Mr. 
Broadhead. 

In 1874 he built the McLean block, Fourth 
and Market streets. He latterly amassed con- 
siderable wealth from sales of medicines and 
devoted much of his time to inventing fleld 


pieces and implements of war. A 
few years ago he published a 
book giving cuts of guns, movable 


forts, etc., and sent copies to all the Eure- 
— 2 governments with letters of explanation. 
‘his subject completely absorbed all his time 
when away from his drug 
At the expiration of the 

in Congress Dr. McLean 
candidate for re-election against Hon.

This was his last appearance in the political 
eld.

HIS WEALTH, 

Dr. J. H. McLean’s wealth was over a mill- 
ion dollars. The assessed value of his real estate 
in this city was $247,670. Among his largest 
pieces of real estate are the Tower Building, 
Fourth and Market streets, bis residence 
on Washington avenue and Robbins Lane, 
his laboratory building on Broadway, and the 
building formerly used for that purpose on 
Chestnut street. between Third 
and Fourth. He had large in- 
vestments elsewhere. The cost valuation 
of his realty was $561,441.07, which by increases 
and improvements is now placed at very 
nearly a million and a quarter, The 
income from his business was $100,000 per an- 
num. In the management ot the drug business 
Dr. McLean was exacting and economical. 
His outside ventures were nearly all success- 
ful, thougn some of them entailed large 
losses. s political campaigns, it will be re- 
membered, caused great complications, as it 
was charged thata ‘‘bar’l’’ was used in the 
contest. A $6,000 transaction in this 
connection received a deal 
of publicity at the 
incurred some losses from the foundin 
Morning Call, anewspaper which had a brief 
existence in this city.

SONG-BIRDS GO UNFED. 


Less Tribute Paid to Poets Than to Canaries 
in Gilt Cages. 


Pan! Hayne Hamilton in the Critic. 

There are three poets of this country 
whose lives can never be read without bit- 
ter pain, the direct results of poverty 
being but too conspicuous in the deter- 
mination of their melancholy fates. One 
was Edgar Poe; the others were Henry 
Timrod and Sidney Lanier. Poe may be 
almost said to have had an apotheosis, 
a world-wide apotheosis, since his decease; 
yet one reflects that but for a tithe of the 
sums paid for editions de luxe of hig 
works during a single decade might in his 
life-time have spared himthe horror of 
his young wife’s death, hastened by des- 
titution and hardships innumerable, and 
transformed his ‘‘bodeful raven’’ into 
some white dove of peace. I am sure,” 
wrote Timrod to me but a few months be- 
fore his melancholy end, I assure you 
that I would give ever thing that I have 
ever composed for $100in hand!” Think 
of the terrible depths of want which 
forced a declaration like this! From Bal- 
timore, November 19, 1880, Lanier wrote: 

„For six months past a ghastly fever 
has been taking possession of me ever 
day about 12 m.,and holding my hea 
under the surface of indescribable distress 
for the next twenty hours, subsiding only 
enough each morning to let me get on my 
working harness, but never intermitting, 
A number of tests show it to be not the 
hectic, so well known in consumption 
and this day it has baffl a 
the skill I could find in New York, 
Philadelphia and here. I have my- 
self been disposed to think it arose wholly 
from the bitterness of having to spend m 
time in making academio lectures an 
boys’ books—pot boilers all—when a 
thousand songs are 9 in my heart 
that will certainly kill me if I do not utter 
them soon. But I don’tthink this diagno- 
sis has found favor with my pr cal 

hysicians; and meanwhile work 

ay after day in such suffering as 
is piteous to see. I hope this 
does not sound likea Jeremiad. I men- 
tion these matters oaly in the strong re- 
bellion against what I fear might be your 
thought—namely, forgetfulness of you— 
if you did not know the causes which keep 
me from sending you more frequent mes- 
sages. I do not, and will not, forget the 
early encouragements which used to come 
from you when I was just daring to think 
of making verses.’’ 

I have been told that Northern ad- 
mirers of Lanier’s genius have contributed 
liberally to the support of bis widow and 
children. A noble deed! But I wonder 
if the widowed woman whom he once de- 
scribed as his fair young wife guarding 
the candle in a breezy portico with her 
rounded hands while he read aloud to 
his friends—I wonder if she does not 
sometimes look out through a blinding 
mist from the haven ofa tardy refuge 
and reflect upon the ‘‘might-have-been,’’ 
could help only have reached the little 
family to save, or at least prolong her 
poet’s life?

“GIL” YOST. 


AND DARING BURGLAR. 


The Ingenuity Shown in Devising Plans for 
the Avoidance of Honest Toil—A Rural 
Counterfeiter Turned Cracksman—Sen- 
sational Safe Robberies — Gil’s Set of 


Penitentiary. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, August 12.—A career wonderful 
for the ingenuity shown in devising plans for 
the avoidance of honest toiland the capture 
of wealth closed yesterday in the Northern In- 
diana Penitentiary at Michigan City, Ind. In- 


formation of the death of ‘‘Gil’’ Yost was 
received here by Detective Pinkerton. 
Yost made his home in this city 


tor many years and was well known to the 
police, not only of New York, but of the prin- 
cipal cities in the country, as an expert and 
daring burglar. His early home was in the 
neighborhood of Fonda, and he began life as 
a boatman on the Erie canal. The life was 
too uneventful for him and he threw 
variety into it by passing counterfeit 
money among the rural people that dwelt on 
its banks. He was growing dissatisfied with 
his moderate gains when he met Alexander 
McGregor, a noted safe burgiar, who intro- 
duced him to another crook, James Barnes, 
Both of these men recognized Yost’s 
talents and convinced him that he was 
intended for something better than shoving 
the queer. He joined the gang, and between 
1865 and 1878 they proved a terror to Western 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan and 
Indiana. McGregorand Barnes were finally 
arrested in Laporte, Ind., by Pinkerton for 
robbing an Adams Express messenger at 
Troy, Pa., of $25,000. Much of the 
stolen property was recovered, and the 


two robbers were sentenced to ten years’ im- 
brisonment in the Northern Penitentiary at 
Michigan City. After traveling through the 
South Yost returned to Fonda and formed a 
gang of his own. He madeaset of burglars’ 
tools, which weighed only five pounds, and 
which could be carried in an inside coat pocket 
without attracting attention. He went to In- 
diana, Was 
CAUGHT ROBBING A SAFE 

and locked up for three years. After his re- 
lease he drifted to New York. He fell in with 
Billy Porter, John Irving, Geo. Howard, alias 
Lesly, who was afterwards murdered in the 
woods in Westchester County, Jimmy Logue, 
a Philadelphia burglar, and others who worked 
with them. He was arrested with Porter and 
Irving for being concerned in what is known 
asthe Patchen avenue burglary in Brooklyn. 


He escaped conviction | by feigning 
insanity. At one time he ex- 
pressed a desire to reiorm, and was 


given employment by John M. Starin on one 
of bis barges as captain. He rewarded Mr. 
Starin’s kindness by devising schemes to have 
the pier robbed, and is supposed to have been 
the one who arranged the plan, which was af- 


terwards carried out, to steal a large 
quantity of silk from Mr. Starin’s 
hier. Lest and his- confederates, with 


lis set of tools, confined themselves almost 
entirely to robbing safes of country jewelry 
stores, and so successful was their work that 
the wholesale jewelers found it necessary, in 
order to protect retailers who, in many in- 
stances, were their debtors to large amounts, 
to form whatis known as the Jewelers’ Se- 
curity Alliance, for the purpose of following 
upand punishing burgiars who robbed its 
members. The Alliance retained Pinkerton 
as their detective. Aboutthistime a quarrel

But his 
pals, who had been at work with him, without 
Yost’s knowledge, had duplicates made of his 
set of tools and when he went West, the men 
with whom he quarreled. were still able to 
continue their work. Yost settled in Chicago 
and formed a gang of burglars composed of 
himself as leader, Bill — Eddie 
Quinn and John Meany. 
THREE NOTED CHICAGO OFFENDERS. 

They immediately began operations on post- 
office and jewelry sales. On one occasion 
when Robert Pinkerton was visiting Chicago, 
he met Yost on one ofthe principal streets 
and pointed him out to his brother William. 
Yost at thistime was not known in Chicago. 
A watch was placed on him and his residence 
discovered. Two weeks after that time the 
jewelry store of E. Veil & Son of Laporte, Ind., 
was robbed by the Yost method. William 
Pinkerton at once proceeded to Yost’s house 
and arrested Yost and Houllahan and re- 
covered a large amount of jewelry 
stolen. Yost and Houllahan were taken 
to Laporte. Houllahan pleaded guilty and 
ot five years. Yost stood trial and was sen- 
enced to fourteen years in the Northern In- 
diana Penitentiary. The tools which Yost had 
been operating with were not recovered until 
some time after his arrest. They fell in- 
to the hands of his associates, i.cany 
and Quinn, who were not as careful 
with them as Yost had been and they allowed 
other burglaris to get a knowledge of the 
secret which Yost so jealously guarded as to 
the mechanism of his tools. At the time of 
the arrest by Pinkerton of Wm. Lyman, 
the forger, and Robert Bowman and 
John Froley for heavy forgeries on 
the American Express Company at 
Catskill, N, I., about seven years ago, 
„Gil!“ Yost undertook the release of the gang 
from the Catskill Jail. One stormy night he 
succeeded in passing into Bowman, who was 
confined on the second floor, tools to 
enable him to break jail. A day or 
two afterwards these tools were found in the 
mattress on which Bowman slept. Yost hada 
great habit of feigning insanity when arrested, 


and by this dodge succeeded several 
times in getting out of trouble. When 
sent to prison in Northern Indiana for 


the Veil burglary the keepers recognized 

him as a former inmate of the prison who had 

/ feigned insanity, and at this time, although 

Yost pretended to be insane and refused to do 

any work, he was kept in close corfinement 

— the time of his incarceration until his 
eath.

THK BERNHARDT-NOIRMONT SCANDAL IN 
RIO JANREIO, BRAZIL. 


Mme. Noirmont’s Efiort to Leave the Com- 
pany—Bernhardt’s Accusation Arouses 
the Beauty’s Fighting Blood—The Actress 
in Court—The Divine Sarah Insults an 
Aged Judge-—Young Bernhardt’s Chal- 
lenge. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW Tonk, August 12.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of a morning paper, under date of 
July 31, writes as follows: Everybody in Paris 
is gossiping at present about the Bernhardt- 
Noirmont scandalin Rio Janeiro. There are 
various versions of the affair, but two points 
are clear from amess of the correspondents 
on the incident—that Sarah found it necessary 
to horsewhip one of her artistes, and that she 
denounced in language more expressive 
than polite the Brazilian magistrate for re- 
fusing to consign Mme. Noirmont to a dungeon 
without trial or hearing. Mme. Noirmont was 
amember of Sarah’s troupe aud engaged at 
the rather slender salary of 100 a month. She 
had never played in public previous 
to this engagement, and she was bet- 
ter known in Paris for her remarkable 
beauty thun for her dramatic qualities. While 
performing in the theatre of San Pedro di 
Aicantara, Rio Janeiro, she found her role too 
fatiguing and resolved to leave the company. 


On the morning of the 20th ult., 
Mme. Lernhardt on entering the 
theatre found Mme. Noirmont en- 
paged in packing her trunks. Sarah up- 


braided her for her ‘‘treason’’ in thus desert- 
ing her in a strange country, aud Noirmont 
replied in language that the Paris journals 
could not print. Two days after Mme. Noir- 
mont was stopped on leaving the theater by 
one of the employes of the company who in- 
formed her that he epuld not allow anything 
to be taken out without an order. Mme. Noir- 
moint re-entered the theater with the porter 
and asked who had issued the order. Sarah, 
who was standing on the peristyle, stepped 
forward and stated that she had given the 
order, ‘‘because she (Mme. Noirmont) had 
stowed away in her trunk things which did not 
belong to her.“ Mine. Noirmont replied to this 
accusation by 
SLAPPING SARAH’S CHEEKS. 

The other artistes immediately rushed in and 
led Mme. Noirmont to the police station. The 
magistrate listened to the accusation of both 
parties and to the witnesses. The judge then 
requested Sarah, who was vehementiy de- 
nouncing everybody, to wait an 
instant in order to attach her 
signature to the document he was 
drawing up when she leaned forward and 
shrieked in his face, ‘‘You are only an old 
fool, an old imbecile, and I will have no more 
todo with you.’’ Mme. Noirmont was dis- 
missed on bail of $1,000. 


That night Sarah was to appear in 
her role in Adrienne Lecouvreur.“ 
The scandal had, meantime, spread 


and the theater was crowded with an expect- 
antaudience. Sarah acted superbly, though 
at times, it is said, she appeared convulsed 
with anger, and whenever she caughta glimpse 
of Noirmont ner eyes flashed fire. On the fail 
of the curtain Sarah started precipitately for 
her loge, but, unbappily, as she stepped into 
the coulisse, she met her hated enemy face to 
face. 

‘* Que faites vous ici? shrieked the ‘‘Divine 
Sar an. ‘‘Jene veux pas de chien 

This polite sentence was interrupted dy 
Noirmont, who aimed a slap at Bernhardt’s 
face. Meantime M. Garnier seized Noirmont 
and heid her arms pinioned while Sarah, who 
had procured a whip, administered seven or 
eight iashes on her enemy's face, each one 
leaving ared mark. Mme. Noirmont rushed 
out of the theater

and rushed toward her hotel. On reaching the 
hous de Teatro, she was met by Maurice Bern- 
hardt and his cousin, who grossly insulted 
her in the presence of a large throng of peo- 
ple. This last act of aggression aroused gen- 
eral indignation and was denounced by the 
editor of the Rio Journal, Young 
Bernhardt sent the editor a challenge 
tomortal combat the next morning, and the 
editor replied by sending a pair of rattle-Doxes 
to the two beardless braves. The day after 
the horsewhipping incident Mme. Noirmont 


lodged a complaint against Mme. Bern- 
hardt and her friends for assault and 
for contempt of court. Meantime Mme. 


Garnier served notice on Mme. Noirmont to 
appear at the theater and sign the annulment 
of the contract. This she refused to do, but 
as she had some personal business to attend 


to in tue theater she went there ac- 
companied by two policemen for 
her protection. Sarah and her 


companions were served with summons to ap- 
pear in court and both artistes chose their 
lawyers for trial. The affair created a great 
sensation among all classes of society and ey- 
erybody took sides. The entire 
staff of the Italia, an Italian jour- 
nal, issued 1 notice declaring 
thatif Mme. Noirmont could notfinda de- 
fender among her own companions or among 
the aristocracy of Rio, she could come at any 
hour and chose à defender from among the 
staff of the Italia. It appears from a recent 
dispatch from Rio that the affair was 
settled without legal proceedings. At all 
events Sarah escaped imprisonment as she is 
now in Buenos Ayres performing with extraor- 
dinary eclatand success. Her Rio scandal 
only adds a piquancy to her attractions and 


as it appears from the benefit § ac- 
corded her in that city on the 9th 
inst. before leaving, only heightened her 
popularity. A hundred students came down 


from San Paulo to present the great ar- 
tiste with an album, and ali the school turned 
out to do her honor. There were orations 
and poems and congratulations, and 
Sarah Wan called everything sweet 
ood and great that the crazy poets could 
nadine. Even poor old Emperor Dom Pedro 
lost his mentai equilibrium in the delirium of 
rejoicing and sent for Sarah and presented 
her with a costly set of bracelets, set in brill- 
lants.
